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CONDITION OF COINS 

Proof Coins are those that have been specially struck at the mint 
for collectors. The dies are clean, and the planchets polished 
or chemically treated, so that the coin when struck has a 
mirror-like surface. They are usually struck on a special press. 
In the United States, proof coins may be obtained at a premium 
from the mint, in the year of issue only. Proof coins are noted 
for their sharpness in striking, high edges, and beautiful sur- 
face, the highest condition of a coin. 


Uncirculated Coins are those struck in the regular minting process, 
usually intended for circulation, but whose good fortune it 
was to never have been circulated, and they should show no 
signs of use as money. 


Extremely fine coins show only the slightest evidence of circula- 
tion. 


Very fine coins show that they have been in use, but show no wear. 
Fine coins show little wear, and must be attractive and desirable 
pieces, with no defects. 


Very good coins may have light even wear, all features and letter- 
ing clear and bold. 


Good coins must show all the type and lettering, and especially the 
date must be clear and readable. 


Fair coins have been worn considerably, but must show at least 
half the design and legends, or they pass into the class of poor 
coins. 


The above standard of classification of coins has been in use 
by the cataloguer for nearly forty years, and has proved most sat- 
isfactory to the collector. On file in my office are more than two 
thousand unsolicited testimonials from collectors and dealers show- 
ing their whole-hearted approval, and their satisfaction with the 
condition of the coins purchased by them in my past 165 sales.
